MR. McCOY 


Lives of great men all remind us 
We can make our lives sublime, 
And Departing leave behind us 
Footprints on the sands of tume. 


The end of the school term this year marks 
the retirement of Mr. McCoy as the principal 
of Eastglen Composite High School. In the three 
years during which he has been principal of 
this school, many students have passed through 
its doors, and many new changes have taken 
place. 

Mr. McCoy obtained his early schooling in 
Quebec. Until he was fourteen he attended Eng- 
lish and French boarding schools. At fourteen he 
quit schoo! and worked for five years during 
which time he worked on farms during the sum- 
mer and cut wood throughout the winter season. 
Mr. McCoy took grade ten in Quebec; the follow- 
ing year he began teaching school and taking 
grade eleven on his own. After the completion 
of grade eleven he entered the McMaster Univer- 
sity at Toronto; during that term he received 
several scholarships for mathematics which has 
always been his favorite subject. 


World War | stopped Mr. McCoy from fin- 
ishing his university education. He joined the 
Signal Corp and trained at Shorn Cliffe. He 
was in the trenches of France and Belgium for 
seven months. After this he returned and was in 
military hospital for eleven months. 


In the fall of 1917 Mr. McCoy finally re- 
turned to university. During the summers when 
he was going to varsity, he came to Alberta 
to teach summer school. The first summer he 
taught in the Peace River district. When he 
finally obtained his university degree he taught 
ie school near Lethbridge, where he met his 
wife.

A. Grey, two years at Vic and commenced teach- 
ing at Eastwood in 1926. He remained at East- 
wood until 1954 when Eastglen was opened 
During the years which he spent at East- 


wood there were several quite embarrassing 
acidents for Mr. McCoy. One such incident 
which | don’t think he will forget is something 
which happened in the Biology lab in 1942. 

Mr. McCoy entered his biology class and 
began: 

“Now pay particular attention to this, | 
have, in this, a particularly fine specimen of 
a dissected frog.’ Slowly he unfolded the paper 
and disclosed some sandwiches and cold chicken, 
“But, great Scott!” he exclaimed, ‘Surely | 
ate my lunch.” 

Mr. McCoy was for many years the coach 
of the Senior Hockey Teams of Eastwood. He 
also has sponsored the Inter School Christian 
ae le Club and the Phi Kappa (a camera 
club) 

Mr. McCoy started a scout troup in the 
Delton Church in 1939 and was named the 
chairman of the group committee. In 1940 he 
became a scoutmaster. He enjoys working with 
the boyscouts and is very proud of all the boys 


who have been affiliated with him duri hi

When this year book is placed in your hands, you will be finishing 
another school year. To some it may be just another year and nothing more; 
but to those who are graduating it is a special year. No other year can be 
just like it. It marks a transition to a wider field of activity, perhaps to a new 
career. 

To me, your principal, it is also a special year. | too am graduating 
from the classroom. Compared with your years in high school, mine will seem 
extremely long. | am graduating after thirty-six years in the high schools 
of Edmonton. The lessons which | have learned are chiefly in the field of 
human relationships rather than in mathematics, science, languages, and 
others which have occupied your attention.

And now | have been given the privilege of saying a parting word to 
our graduating class. | hope that it will be a word of inspiration and encour- 
agement. | should like to help you to develop an outlook on life that will 
stand by you, not only when progress is easy, but when the going gets rough. 

The past year has seen one of the greatest achievement of human knowl- 
edge and skill, the launching of man-made satellites. It is understandable 
that many people become confused and think of this triumph as the 
ultimate conquest of matter. It is, of course, nothing of the kind. The next 
ten years will see developments far in advance of anything which we have 
yet seen. We are always on the threshold of greater discoveries. 

But even if we live to see manned space ships on return trips to the 
moon or to Venus, these man-made gadgets will be puny and trifling in 
comparison with all the wonders of the universe which we have taken for 
granted since childhood. Scientists such as Copernicus and Newton have 
explained some of its mysteries, but its magnitude is too great for our finite 
minds. We need to stand back and get a long range perspective such as 
David expressed in his immortal verses: “When | consider thy heavens, the 
work of thy fingers, the moon and the stars which thou hast ordained; what 
is man that thou art mindful of him? and the son of man that thou visitest 
him?” 

In exalting man, we lay the foundations for jealousy, hatred and wars. 
When we exalt God we have a basis for human equality, brotherhood and 
peace. 

The greatest achievements of the next generation should not be guided 
missiles, sputniks, and space travel; but adventures of the spirt; in better 
understanding of divine resources; in improved human relationships and 
neighborliness in both local and international dimensions. 

When we come to the end of the road and pass on our duties to others, 
it will seem a trivial matter whether the Western Powers or the Russians made 
the first trip to the moon, if in our lifetime we have contributed in some 
smal! way to making the Russians our friends. 

| have enjoyed my associations with the class of 1958. And now as we 
face life in less sheltered surroundings, may it be with high ideals, courage 
and confidence. And may | express a wish which was commonplace in many 
countries not so long ago:
